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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1. Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 . 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1.499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to 

elect a single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group I, claims 1-12, drawn to a monitor protein having one or more processing 
cleavage regions and a property variable region which exhibits a change in luminescent 
and fluorescent energy by the processing. 

Group II, claims 13-15, drawn to DNA which encodes a monitor protein having one or 
more processing cleavage regions and a property variable region which exhibits a 
change in luminescent and fluorescent energy by the processing. 

Group III, claims 16-17, drawn to a method for measuring the processing ability of a cell 
by introducing a monitor protein into said cell and evaluating the energy transfer 
property. 

Group IV, claims 16-17, drawn to a method for measuring the processing ability of a cell 
by introducing a DNA encoding a monitor protein into said cell and evaluating the 
energy transfer property. 

Group V, claim 18, drawn to a method for measuring a processing ability of a subject 
protein by reacting said protein with a monitor protein having one or more processing 
cleavage regions and a property variable region which exhibits a change in luminescent 
and fluorescent energy by the processing. 

Group VI, claim 19, drawn to a method for screening a processing enzyme by reacting a 
subject protein with a monitor protein and selecting the subject protein which changes a 
property of the monitor protein. 

Group VII, claim 20, drawn to a method for screening a compound which facilitates or 
inhibits process by contacting a subject protein and a processing enzyme and a monitor 
protein. 
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Group VIII, claim 21, drawn to a method for screening a compound which facilitates or 
inhibits processing (enzyme activity) by introducing a monitor protein into a cell and 
selecting a sample which facilitates or inhibits a property change of the monitor protein. 

Group IX, claim 21 , drawn to a method for screening a compound which facilitates or 
inhibits processing (enzyme activity) by introducing a DNA encoding a monitor protein 
into a cell and selecting a sample which facilitates or inhibits a property change of the 
monitor protein. 

2. The inventions listed as Groups l-IX do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: Otsuji et al. 
(Seikagaku, 2002, 74(8): 1014; 4P-279 - cited on the IDS from 9/12/2005, and English 
translation provided) teaches fusion proteins of Renilla luciferase - murine or bovine 
Noc/OFQ (60 amino acids) - Aequorea coerulescens GFP was constructed, wherein 
the Noc/OFQ sequence contained a processing sequence (see bottom of p. 1 and top 
of p. 2 of the English translation). Thus, this fusion protein anticipates the monitor 
protein claimed in claim 1 . 

Therefore, the technical feature linking the inventions of Groups l-IX does not 
constitute a special technical feature as defined by PCT Rule 13.2, as it does not 
differentiate the claimed subject matter as a whole over the prior art. Since according to 
PCT Rule 13.2 the presence of such a common or corresponding special technical 
feature is an absolute prerequisite for unity to be established, and given that there does 
not appear to be any other technical feature common to the claimed subject matter as a 
whole which might be able to fulfill this role, the currently claimed subject matter lacks 
unity of invention according to PCT Rule 13.1. 
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Potential Right to Rejoinder 

3. The examiner has required restriction between product and process claims. Where 
applicant elects claims directed to the product, and a product claim is subsequently found 
allowable, withdrawn process claims that depend from or otherwise include all the limitations 
of the allowable product claim will be rejoined in accordance with the provisions of MPEP § 
821 .04. Process claims that depend from or otherwise include all the limitations of 
the patentable product will be entered as a matter of right if the amendment is presented 
prior to final rejection or allowance, whichever is earlier. Amendments submitted after final 
rejection are governed by 37 CFR 1.116; amendments submitted after allowance are 
governed by 37 CFR 1.312. 

In the event of rejoinder, the requirement for restriction between the product 
claims and the rejoined process claims will be withdrawn, and the rejoined process 
claims will be fully examined for patentability in accordance with 37 CFR 1.104. Thus, to 
be allowable, the rejoined claims must meet all criteria for patentability including the 
requirements of 35 U.S.C. 101, 102, 103, and 112. Until an elected product claim is 
found allowable, an otherwise proper restriction requirement between product claims 
and process claims may be maintained. Withdrawn process claims that are not 
commensurate in scope with an allowed product claim will not be rejoined. See 
"Guidance on Treatment of Product and Process Claims in light of In re Ochiai, In re 
Brouwer and 35 U.S.C. § 103(b)," 1 184 O.G. 86 (March 26, 1996). Additionally, in order 
to retain the right to rejoinder in accordance with the above policy, Applicant is advised 
that the process claims should be amended during prosecution either to maintain 
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dependency on the product claims or to otherwise include the limitations of the product 
claims. Failure to do so may result in a loss of the right to rejoinder. 

Further, note that the prohibition against double patenting rejections of 35 U.S.C. 
121 does not apply where the restriction requirement is withdrawn by the examiner 
before the patent issues. See MPEP § 804.01 . 

Conclusions 

4. Applicants should note that claim 12 does not conform to the sequence 
compliance rules of 37 C.F.R. § 1.821-1.825 as a 16 amino acid peptide is listed without 
the corresponding sequence identifier (which appears to be SEQ ID No: 3 in the 
sequence listing). 

5. Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 
include (i) an election of a species or invention to be examined even though the 
requirement be traversed (37 CFR 1 .143) and (ii) identification of the claims 
encompassing the elected invention. 

The election of an invention or species may be made with or without traverse. To 
reserve a right to petition, the election must be made with traverse. If the reply does not 
distinctly and specifically point out supposed errors in the restriction requirement, the 
election shall be treated as an election without traverse. 

Should applicant traverse on the ground that the inventions or species are not 
patentably distinct, applicant should submit evidence or identify such evidence now of 
record showing the inventions or species to be obvious variants or clearly admit on the 
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record that this is the case. In either instance, if the examiner finds one of the inventions 
unpatentable over the prior art, the evidence or admission may be used in a rejection 
under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) of the other invention.
